This is the fifth trial in 21 years 
for the president of the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s and Ware- 
housemen’s Union. This time he 
is the defendant in a civil suit 
by which the Immigration and Nat- 
uralization Service seeks to canoel 
his citizenship and eventually to 
deport him. 

The prosecution established a 
fact which the maritime labGr lead- 
er radily admisted—that his mem- 
ory of events in the early 1930's 
was freasher in 1939, during the 
first trial, than it is today. © 

Gillard’s cross-examination con- 
sisted of asking Bridges a question 
and then comparing his answer 
to one he had given in one of his 
previous trials. 

He spent most of his time dron- 
ing out Bridges’ testimony in his 
1939 deportation case and _ point- 
ing out some discrepancy between 
it and his present statements. 

Bridges in turn spent most of 
his time trying to tell Gillard that),

THE SOVIET-IN DIAN AGREEMENT 


SINCE A LASTING PEACE is America’s greatest 
need the Joint Declaration by the Indian and Soviet chiefs 
of state is of capital importance for our country. 

In reaching an agreement on basic foreign policy mat- 
ters, Premier Bulganin and Prime Mniister Nehru could 
not and did not relegate India to any-passive, neutral posi- 
tion. On the contrary, Nehru’s journey in the Soviet Union 


was, an indication of the active peace which his govern- 
ment is making. 

There are different political and social systems. in the 
USSR and in India. But the historic significance of the 
Joint Declaration is summed up in its words: 

“The fact that each country is following a system 
which is moulded by its own genius, traditions and en- 
vironment, should be no bar to . . . cooperation. 

“Indeed, the essence of true coexistence, in which 
both Prime Ministers have profound faith, is ‘that states 
of different social structures can exist side by side in peace 
and concord and work for the common good.” 

Both the Indian and Soviet governments expressed 
strong support of the historic Bandung conference of 29 
Asian and African countries. That conference itself was 
proof that countries of the most diverse economic, polliti- 
cal and cultural patterns could reach unanimous agree- 
ment on coexistence. 

Running through the Nehru-Bulganin declaration, as 
well as the Bandung conference decision and the recent 
Soviet-Yugoslav declaration is the principle of hon-inter- 
ference inteach other’s internal affairs. 

Only the other day this idea was stated very well by 
an American who is as far from diplomacy as anyone can 
be. We refer to Robert Hoffman the manager of the Amer- 
ican weight-lifting team who was in Moscow the same 
time Nehru was there. Hoffman said: 

“The Soviets have their own economic and political 
system and we have ours. . .. But we wont argue with 
them—they can have their system if they want it.” 

Of special importance to us as Americans is the fact 
that India so strongly supports a peaceful settlement of 
the Formosa Straits crisis which Molotov urged in the UN. 
The joint declaratién says China must have its legal UN 
seat and sovereignty over Formosa, which has been Chi- 
nese for 1,000 years, and is so recognized by this govern- 
ment. 

Reports from India say that all parties, right, left, 
and center, support the Indian-Soviet agreement. Peace 
is not a partisan issue and an agreement for peace any- 
where is a cause for celebration everywhere. 


What's ‘Patience’ on Civil Rights 


IN A TELEGRAM to the forty-sixth annual eonvention 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Color- 
ed People, President Eisenhower declared: 

“I trust that in the decade ahead your organization 
will display both wisdom and patience as it continues to 
bear its share of the responsibility for the betterment of 


our country as a whole.” 
The key word in the telegram appears to be the word 


“patience”! It is not difficult to imagine the feelings of | 


the delegates, representatives of this outstanding organi- 


zation of the Negro people, as they hear this word. 

It takes'a special kind of callousness for a white polit- 
ical leader to tell ‘Negro people whose children are still 
jim-crowed at school, whose adults are murdered for try- 
ing to exercise their right to vote, that they should have 
“patience.” 

The effect of this advice (or is it threat?) upon the 
Negro people themselves will only be to redouble their 
battle for equality. In fact, the tone of the convention is 
eing set not by Eisenhower's administration, but rather 
by the accusation by Clarence Mitchell, Washington rep- 
resentative of the NAACP, that Republicans and Democrats 
‘”ave united “in a bipartisan program of smothering civil 
rights legislation in the Congress.” 

What could be damaging, however, would-be if non- 
Negro sections of the population were to be affected by 
the President’s words and if they were to sit by compla- 
cently and permit this ‘ ‘bipartisan program of smothering 
civil rights” under the pretext of “patience,” to go unchal- 
_langed. |

Can the Big Four 
Settle Basic Questions? 


NO. “ONE EXPECTS the 
Geneva meeting of the Big Four 
to solve all. international prob- 
lems. But there’s a big debate 
about whether it can solve any- 
thing? and if so how much. 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion is worried because the 
American people refuse to low- 
er their expectations with every 
dash of cold water Dulles pours 
forth. 

Along comes Walter Lipp- 
mann with three propositions. 
His first proposition is sound: 
that overwhelming opposition 
to nuclear destruction means 
there is no alternative 
avoidance of war. (N.Y. Her- 
ald Tribune June 21). But his 
second proposition is question- 
able: that the great powers can- 
not now make the concessions 
needed to “settle the big issues.” 
His third proposition is indis- 
putable: that the powers must 
find ways to relax the most se- 
vere and dangerous of the ten- 


sions. 
° 


LIPPMANN makes another 
important point, that the pow- 
ers in the world today include 
not only the Big. Four who will 
meet in Geneva. Lippmann 
notes that in addition to the Big 
Four there are four other major 
powers — China, India, Japan 
and West Germany.

Japan is economically — the 
most powerful capitalist state 
of Asia. , 

The upcoming negotiations of 
West Germany and the Soviet 
Union and the current talks 
between Japan and the Soviet 
Union indicate that both those 
powers ‘are playing an increas- 
ingly independent role in world 
affairs. 

And China, the most popu- 
lous country in the world, is a
